It is useless to say that in future the covers bearing this date will be 
prized not only by philatelists but by history students as well. Collec- 
tors of Washingtoniana will place an especial value on such covers. 

What is, one may ask, the true significance of this Celebration? Millions 
of people live in the world, and all have their own interests, their own 
creeds, their own backgrounds. Yet in the mind of every educated person 
there are a few names that stand out preeminently. One seems to have 
known these names always, so impressed with them does he become in his 
study and in his life. We all know the names of Mahomet, Budha, of 
our Lord, of Chingiskhan; we all know of the deeds of Alexander the 
Great and the statesmanship of Abraham Lincoln. With the work of 
such artists as Rembrandt and Chopin we are familiar; we know the 
name of Pascal, of Napoleon, of Nietsche, and of many others. One of 
the world’s most outstanding names is that of George Washington. This 
is not alone because he so largely aided in creating a nation, but because 
he traced the future steps to be undertaken in order that this nation might 
come to be respected in the world. His wisdom and foresight were 
instrumental in creating that instinct for freedom and national emanci- 
pation which is the fundamental ideal of every intelligent man today, 
whether he lives in America or Spain. So unselfish was Washington in 
his every undertaking, so modest was he in his moments of victory, that 
it is but natural that modern world-citizens should wish to follow and 
understand the ways of a man who was, properly speaking, a citizen of 
all times. Hundreds of books have been written about George Washington, 
but what are all the written words in comparison to the millions of 
people who will this year remember the man who was truly “father of 
his country.”? The man Washington has long ceased to live, but the 
influence of his ideals still lives, and will continue to survive so long as 
there are people who know his name. 

On February 6th, the following telegram was received from the Hon- 
orable Sol Bloom, Associate Director of the George Washington Bicenten- 
nial Commission ; 

RE YOUR TELEGRAM THERE WILL BE A SPECIAL CACHET 
FEB. 22 BUT DETAILS WILL NOT BE WORKED OUT WITH P. O. 
DEPT. UNTIL MONDAY OR TUESDAY. FORM OF CACHET NOT 
YET DETERMINED. 

Every cover sent by Y. SOUREN CO. on February 22nd will bear the 
cachet which is to be sponsored by the George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission. It will fittingly commemorate the day of Washington's 
birth, and will be of especial interest to both collectors and historians. 

All covers sent by Y. SOUREN CO. will be of patriotic design; they 
will be bi-colored, and inscribed with the legend ‘“‘George Washington 
1732-1932 “with the additional data, WAKEFIELD, MOUNT VERNON or 
District of COLUMBIA, dependent upon their place of mailing. Covers 
may be obtained in two sizes—the larger size measuring 944”x4” and the 
smaller 614°x3%”. Orders for covers bearing the entire set will be 
filled with the larger size envelope. For other orders we earnestly request 
our clients to state the size desired. Unless otherwise requested, the 
smaller cover will be used. 


We guarantee from very fine to superb copies on all but the covers bearing plate number blocks. 
Obviously, the provision of absolutely perfect plate number block would be extremely difficult, and for that reason we cannot promise 


them, although our selection of sheets will be most carefully made. 


Stamps of the George Washington Bicentennial Series will be used on all covers.

We will not accept self-addressed covers. We have found this polig 
to be most confusing, resulting in both misunderstanding and dij 
pointment when it was too late to make amends. All self-addressed covey 
will be returned to their senders. 

Orders for single covers of the Mount Vernon-Wakefield-Washingto 
series will be received, the charge for a single cover being $.10 in addi. 
tion to the face value of the stamps to be placed on the cover. For, 
cover bearing more than four stamps there will be an additional seryig 
charge of $.02 for each additional stamp, exclusive of the face value of 
the stamps themselves. This does NOT include orders for covers bearing 
the entire set, for which the charge is $1.00. 

Our previous statements regarding the sending of personal checks have 
not been made because we had any mistrust of the integrity of our clients 
They have been made only because of the seemingly chronic closing oj 
banks. In the past few weeks over one hundred checks have been returned 
to us because the banks have closed. This is, of course, no fault of the 
persons drawing the checks, but neither, of course, is it our fault. We 
request, therefore, that those persons desirous of remitting their om 
checks with their orders send them to us so that we may have 
time for the clearance of checks. Orders will not be entered unti 
checks have been honored or, if returned, redeemed by their writers, We 
believe that our clients will regard this as a perfectly fair request. 

In handling large cover orders, the Post Office Department has ben 
faced with a gigantic task. It is impossible to expect all covers tp 
reach their destinations in prime condition, for it is to be remembers 
that many hazards may befall an envolepe while it is in transit. It may 
encounter many adversities in its trip through the cancelling machine x 
well as afterwards when it is en route to its addressee. While this firm 
takes great care in the preparation of its covers, it must disclaim any 
responsibility for their condition after leaving its hands. We are doing 
our best to cooperate with the Post Office and to faciliate its work, 
But these collectors who are too exacting may be disappointed, through 
and the Department does its very best to get the covers out with car, 
the fault of no particular person. In making up our covers, we shall 
take care that stamps are placed far enough in from the margins of th 
envelope to insure safe passage. We shall do our best, too, to see that 
the stamps are firmly affixed to preclude their removal either by accident 
or intention. 

For the convenience of those wishing to place their orders in person, 
our office will be open from 9 A. M. to 10 P. M. on February 10, 11, 1%, 
13, 15, 16, and 17. After six on these evenings no orders will be taken 
for stamps other than the Wakefield-Mount Vernon-Washington covers, 
and no supplies will be sold. This is purely for the convenience of thos 
wishing to consult us about these special covers. 

To avoid confusion we ask that those desiring to place additional 
orders for either Washington or Mount Vernon Cancellations enter them 
as entirely new orders. Orders for Wakefield covers have been duly 
entered, and further reference to them in connection with new orders will 
be confusing and will result in loss of time for all concerned.

The information is direct from the 
Post-office Departments of both the 
United States and Canada and in or- 
der to take advantage of the accom- 
modations offered you should accept 
just what is offered you and ask no 
special favors. Act at once, without 
delay. 


Postmark of Mount Vernon, Va., 
Post Office on February 22 


In order that reliable information 
may be furnished local stamp collect- 
ors and other patrons who make in- 
quiry at post offices with reference to 
the securing of the postmark of the 
Mount Vernon, Va., post office on mail 
matter bearing stamps of the Wash- 
ington Bicentennial series, postmas- 
ters are advised that in consideration 
of the widespread interest already 
shown, special provision will be made 
for the postmarking of this Bicen- 
tennial mail matter at the Mount 
Vernon, Va., post office on February 
22, which marks the official opening 
of the nation-wide celebration of the 
200th anniversary of the birth of the 
first President. 

In authorizing the February 22 
cancellation, the Department is co- 
operating with the George Washing- 
ton Bicentennial Commission, which 
has provided a special cachet depict- 
ing Wakefield, the birthplace of 
Washington, which will be placed on 
letters mailed at Mount Vernon on 


February 22, in addition to the post- 
mark. 





Collectors who desire this special 
service may send a reasonable num- 
ber of letters, properly stamped and 
addressed, under cover to the Post- 
master, Mount Vernon, Va., well in ad- 
vance of the date in order that the 
necessary arrangements may be made 
for the special cachet prior to post- 
marking and mailing on February 22. 
The outside of the wrapper containing 
letters to the Postmaster, Mount Ver- 
non, should be indorsed “For Febru- 
ary 22 Cancellation.” Covers sent by 
mail must be dispatched in time to 
reach the Postmaster, Mount Vernon, 
not later than February 19. 

No special postage stamp will be 
issued on this date as the Bicenten- 
nial stamps placed on sale January 
1 are particularly appropriate for use 
on this mail. 


THE POSTMASTER, MOUNT 
VERNON, WILL NOT FILL MAIL 
ORDERS FOR STAMPS AND ALL 
COVERS WHICH DO NOT HAVE 
STAMPS AFFIXED IN THE 
PROPER AMOUNT WILL NOT BE 
ACCEPTED FOR POSTMARKING. 


Under no circumstances shall cash, 
checks, postal money orders, or other 
forms of remittance be sent to the 
Postmaster, Mount Vernon, for any 
purpose whatever. 

This special February 22 mail will 
be machine canceled with the regular 
Mount Vernon postmark with the ex- 
ception of the covers bearing blocks 
or combinations of stamps, which will 
be postmarked with the usual hand 


stamp. 

The Wakefield cachet to be applied 
to this mail is separate and distinct 
from the postmark and is being pro- 
vided by the George Washington Bi- 
centennial Commission as a special 
feature of the opening of the Anni- 
versary Celebration. Clear space of 
approximately 2% by 38% inches 
should be allowed on the left side of 
covers to accommodate the special 
cachet. 





Provision will also be made for the 
placing of a collection box outside the 
entrance gate at Mount Vernon for 
the convenience of collectors who de- 
sire to deposit their mail personally. 

The attention of the Department 
has also been called to requests of 
collectors for Wakefield, Va., cancel- 
lations on February 22. George 
Washington was born at Wakefield, 
Westmoreland County, Va., where 
there is now no post office by that 
name. The Wakefield, Va., post office 
listed in the U. S. Official Postal 
Guide is in Suffolk County, Va., and 
bears no relation to the birthplace of 
Washington.

Surcharged Canada Air Mail Stamp 


You are informed that the Post Of- 
fice Department of Canada, in order 
to meet the existing demand for a 
6-cent air mail stamp, has arranged 
to overprint a limited quantity of its 
first 5-cent air mail stamp issue with 
a surcharge raising the value to 6 
cents. 

There is every indication of a heavy 
demand for these stamps on the part 
of the mailing public generally. On 
he last occasion when surcharged 
tamps were placed on sale in Can- 
‘da the regular sale quickly exhausted 
-he supply with the result that many 
vhilatelists were unable to obtain 
chem. As a “first flight cover’ col- 
‘ector, you may be interested in se- 
curing some of these stamps, either 
for collection purposes, or to be placed 
on covers to be flown later. If so, it 
might be advisable, in order to avoid 
disappointment, to give immediate 
consideration to the matter. Requests 
for the surcharged air mail stamps 
should be forwarded promptly to the 
Superintendent, Financial Branch (for 
Postage Stamp Division) Post Office 
Department, Ottawa, Canada, to- 
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gether with covering remittance at 
the rate of six cents for each stamp, 
by Postal Money Order, Express Or- 
der or Bank Draft (not personal 
cheque) payable to the Financial Su- 
perintendent, Post Office Department, 
Ottawa, Canada. Remittances from 
points outside Canada must include 
postage and registration fees, in ad- 
dition to face value of stamps. 

To meet the wishes of “first day 
cover” collectors, arrangements are 
being made to furnish advance sup- 
plies of these surcharged stamps to 
Postmasters at the following Can- 
adian Post Offices, to be placed on 
sale on and after Monday, 22nd Feb- 
ruary, 1932:—

CANADA No. 119a 


On page 95 of our issue of Dec. 5th, 
we raised the question concerning 
Canada Scott’s No. 119a. On Dec. 
15th, we received a clipping from 
Major Harry Morell, from Mekeel’s 
of Dec. 29, 1931. This clipping re- 
futed our statement of the 5th. To 
try and settle this matter once and 
for all, we immediately wrote to 
Marks Stamp Co., Ltd., Toronto, 
Canada, and quote from their letter 
dated Jan. 7, 1932. 

“Answering your inquiry of Dec- 
ember 30th, you have only to resort 
to the Official Bulletin at Ottawa to 
ascertain definitely that Scott’s Can- 
ada No. 119a was never issued. It 
is quite true that the Department 
experimented with a 12 perf. but 
found it quite unsatisfactory and 
none of the stamps were ever issued 
to the public, and as far as we know 
or have been able to find out, no 
copies even ‘leaked out through the 
sidedoor’. Certainly no one has ac- 
knowledged having a pair which would 
be quite necessary in proving its 
genuineness.” 

In view of this we still feel that 
this number should be dropped from 
the catalog and thus quit kidding the 
collector. This stamp to our mind is 
in the same category as the U. S. 
imperforates of the “nineties”.

STAMPIC Always about this time 
ACTIVITY of year the apparent in- 

terest in stamp collect- 
ing reaches its peak and continues un- 
abated into the early spring months. 
Were it possible to get this matter 
readjusted so that interest became 
more apparent in the fall, then col- 
lectors and clubs would have a longer 
period before them for real work and 
activities.

| the fish jump for it. 


are dining on my latest catch tonight 
and I am sorry not to be able to 
invite you. No true fisherman al- 
lows himself to be stumped by a few 
difficulties. I adapted the method 
used by an old friend, Victor Kohn, 
in his bass fishing, and this is how 
I catch them: 

Charon takes me out in his boat. 
We go some fifty feet from shore. 
Then I cast, but instead of allowing 
the lure to drop in the water, I be- 
gin to twist my wrist and swing my 
arm at the end of the cast.

When 
I have caught enough Charon rows 
back to shore, I pick up the fish with 
asbestos gloves, and back to camp. 

Young man! I told you not to ask 
me a question about fishing, and that 
is all we have talked of. You can- 
not print it. You did not keep your 
word. 

Pardon me, Mr. President, but I did. 
I have not asked a question. I simp- 
ly threw out a lure or two, and you 
jumped at them. 

By jove, you are right! 
on my own hook! Well, we will get 
back to stamps. You want to know 
how I like my portrait on the 12c¢ of 
1923. It is excellent, and I am hon- 
ored by having it continued in use 
for so long. 

Thank you, Mr. Cleveland. Now
